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DEMOCRACY OR REPUBLIC 


With increasing frequency the American government is describ- 
ed as a “democracy” by speakers and writers—so often that many 
who would by a momeni’s thought be convinced that the term thus 
applied is a misnomer, fall into the habit of using this phrase as 
descriptive of our republic. Reference to the speeches and writings 
of the great men of the nation up to within a few years since, will 
disclose that this erroneous characterization of our republic was rare- 
ly used. Today it is so common that consideration of the distinction 
between a democracy and a representative republic is a duty of 
citizenship. ‘ 
Attention is called by George B. Lockwood, editor of the 
National Republic, of Washington, in a recent issue of that periodical, 
to the dictionary definition of democracy, as politically applied 
which is “government directly by the people collectively, a govern- 
ment so conducied.”” The definition of republic is quite different. 
Webster says it means “a state in which the sovereign power resides 
in a certain body of the people, and is exercisd by representatives 
responsible to them. It now often specially implies a free popular 
government in which there are no classes having exclusive political 
privileges.” ,

government between the form of government known as a democracy 
and that dscribed as a representative republic. Hamilton and others 
of the architects of our federal Constitution are denounced by 
radicals‘ today because they inveighed against the form of govern. 
ment known as a democracy, and we have come to use the word 
ton were attacking popular governmént. Republicanism means the 
rule of the people through chosen representatives. 
means direct rule by the peopie, without the choice of representatives 
restrained by checks, and baiance of power. One means govern- 
ment by delibexation; and.under reasonable restraint; the other 
means government by impulse and passion: The people rule as truly 
in a republic as in a democracy; but in the one case they rule 
inielligently and deliberately, in the other with the danger of ir- 
retrievable error through momentary mass impulse and _ passion.

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1]—Origin of Hosiery: 

The word hose or hosiery is derived from the old 
German “‘hosa” meaning breeches; it was used for any 
covering for the leg, and eventually acquired its modern 
usage. The earliest hose were cut out of cloth and sewea 
up in the desired shape. Knitting was the last of the tex- 
tile processs to be discovered, and it is only about 400 
years ago that the art of looping thread together into a 
fabric was invented, probably in Scotland. The first 
knitting machine was invented by the Rev. William Lee, 
of Nottingham, England, in 1589. Although it was a crude 
affair, it could do the work 500 times faster than the 
hand process. The English government put excessive dut- 
ies upon the exportation of stocking machines, but in 1822 
one was hidden in salt, and smuggled into Ipswich. This 
was the beginning of the hosiery industry in America, and 
Ipswich is the center of the hosiery trade today. American 
inventors revolutionized machines for knitting hosiery by 
developing the circular machine and the invention of the 
“latch” needle. The result has been to cut down the 
amount of skilled labor "equired, and also the expense. It 
is now possible to use five or six different kinds of yarn in 
a single stocking—the finer qualities where it shows and 
the heavier where the wear comes.
